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Health unit move awaiting 
provincial consent

The merger of the Mount 
View Health Unit into the local 
Didsbury hospital is still await¬ 
ing word from the provincial 
government on renovation 
funding. 

Didsbury and District 
Health Services director Dennis 
Stabbler said the regional 
health authority is still waiting 
to hear about funding from 
Alberta Health which will al¬ 
low them to begin renovations 
in the hospital. A ground floor 
site on the north side of the 
hospital building has been des - 
ignated for renovations to 
house the health unit. 

The decision to merge the 
health unit into the hospital 
was made after regionalization 
of hospitals and other health 
care services last year. Regional 
Health Authority #5, operated 
out of Drumheller, adminis¬ 
ters health care services in 
Didsbury as well as Cereal, 
Oyen, Linden, Strathmore, 
Three Hills and Drumheller to 
the east. 


All health care services in 
the Didsbury area are under 
the supervision of Stabbler, 
who under the Mountain View 
Health Care Centre board’s 
jurisdiction, was the hospital 
administrator.

Stabbler said the renova¬ 
tion work, expected to cost 
$300,000, will remodel the 
former cafeteria and laundry 
room in the old hospital. The 
area has been unused since 
the newer portion of the hospi¬ 


tal opened nearly 11 years ago. 
Ihe exact type of renovations 
to the area will depend on the 
kind of services the health unit 
will provide after the move.

Didsbury Town Council has 
signed an agreement with a tax 
consultant to let them search 
for means of saving money on 
the Goods and Services Tax 
and any commodity taxes. 

William Squibb and Associ¬ 
ates of Elmira, Ontario, will 
look through the town's books 
for misses savings opportuni¬ 
ties for a 40 percent fee on any 
cash recovered. 

Didsbury’ Director of Cor¬ 
porate Services. Sandra 
Veenstra, said this is the sec¬ 
ond year the town has signed 
up with a consultant to review 
the taxes paid out by the town. 

Last year, under a different 
firm, no recoveries were made 
and the process did not cost 
the town a cent. Veenstra said 
the town decided to go with 
William Squibb and Associates 
because they will be investi¬ 
gating a new area in GST legis¬ 
lation.

Didsbury has hired a new 
municipal lawyer to handle the 
town's advise on municipal law.

nounces decisions of funding 
for renovations, Stabbler said 
the health unit will remain in 
the Didsbury Provincial Build¬ 
ing adjacent to the court house. 

“Until we hear one way or 
the other on the funding, or 
until the regional health au¬ 
thority decides to use their own 
money, the plan to move is still 
on hold,” Stabbler said. 

While the wait is a bit frus¬ 
trating, Stabbler said it had a 
fortunate side. After the severe 
rain in July when several Dids¬ 
bury homes and businesses 
were flooded, Stabbler said the 
area slated for renovations was 
flooded with approximately 
four inches of rain water. 

"Luckily this happened be¬ 
fore we started renovations," 
he said. ‘‘At least now we can 
correct the problem before we 
begin all the work.”

Under the budget plan, the 
major projects outlined include 
paving of the north by pass 
road and 17th Street and 
sidewalk replacement on 19th 
Avenue from 20th to 21st 
Streets.

Town CAO Evan Parliament 
said capital projects will keep 
the town crews extremely busy 
next year when plans for down¬ 
town revitalization are imple¬ 
mented.

Twenty three days in jail 
was eonsidered punishment 
enough for a man who pleaded 
guilty to a charge of failure to 
comply with a release order. 

Daniel Caron was released 
on his own recognizance in May 
alter appearing on charges 
which are still to he tried in 
Queen's Bench. One of the con¬ 
ditions of his release was that 
he was to avoid contact with 
his estranged wife. 

But Caron admitted to 
breaking that condition on four 
separate occasions since his 
release. After complaints from 
his wife, Caron was arrested 
by the RCMP and remained in 
custody until his appearance 
on the charges last week. 

The 23 days Caron spent in 
jail before his appearance and 
guilty plea was considered 
punishment enough for the 
breach of the condition and 
Caron was released. Caron's 
lawyer said the man intends to 
take ajob in Fort St. John, B.C. 
and won't have contact again 
with his wife. 

• • • 

Didsbury Provincial Court 
showed just how serious the 
law was taking spousal abuse 
and sentenced a man to six 
months in jail after he pleaded 
guilty to assault with a weapon. 

John Franklin Anglet was 
sentenced to six months for 
the attack on his wife which 


occurred at their residence 
when she tried to break up a 
tight between Anglet and a 
friend. 

The court was told Anglet 
threw a table on top of his wife, 
sat on the table and then hit 
her repeatedly on the back with 
a frying pan. Both were drink 
ing at the time of the incident. 
Anglet's wife suffered serious 
bruising as a result of the at¬ 
tack. 

Judge F.L Maloney told 
Anglet that spousal assault in 
Alberta is considered a very 
serious offence. 

"In our society today, 
spousal assault is considered 
a very serious assault because 
of the relationship of trust," 
Judge Maloney said. "We have 
been told (that) there must be 
a period of incarceration.” 

As part of his six month 
sentence, Anglet was also or¬ 
dered to undergo a 28 day al¬ 
cohol abuse treatment program 
in Estevan, Saskatchewan. Af¬ 
ter his release, Anglet will re¬ 
main on probation for two 
years, during which he was 
ordered to abstain from non¬ 
prescription drugs and alco¬ 
hol.

An Olds man has been or¬ 
dered to stand trial on charges 
of assault withaweapon, break 
and enter and theft and un¬ 
lawfully being in a dwelling.

Acouple’s spat which turned 
ugly after a friend stepped into 
the fray has netted a Didsbury 
man a $500 fine for assault. 

Kevin Anderson was found 
guilty of assault after a trial in 


Didsbury Provincial Court last 
week. 

The incident occurred last 
February outside Our Rose 
Lounge. Anderson was having 
an argument with his estranged 
common-law wife when her 
friend, Karen Heisler, chose to 
step in. 

While details of exactly how 
a fight started between 
Anderson and Heisler are 
sketchy, Judge F.L Maloney 
determined that Anderson had 
thrown the first blow and found 


Anderson guilty of assault. 

"Although (Heisler’s) 
behavoir was certainly not ap¬ 
propriate and it is regrettable 
that she decided to interfere in 
what (Anderson) considered a 
private matter between (him 
and his common-law wife), in 
our society today, it is not ac¬ 
ceptable for a male individual 
to hit a female individual Judge 
Maloney said. 

Anderson was given until 
January 15, 1996 to pay his 
fine.

Originally the promise of a 
fixed rate on grain transport 
was given by the railroad for 
land and mineral rights from 
the government. As such it 
became a significant element 
in the price or value of grain 
producing land over the last 
100 years. The payout may be 
regarded as compensation for 
the drop in land value because 
of a drop in returns for grain 
exported by the railways. 

The government has con¬ 
veniently for itself left the mat¬ 
ter of compensation to the ten¬ 
ant and landlord sri it can of¬ 
fend no one, so the two parties 
are to make their own agree¬ 
ment, arbitrated, at their ex¬ 
pense by government ap¬ 
pointed arbitrators. 

The basis is the rental con¬ 
tract with terms specified or 
implied. Implied is the right of 
the tenant to the benefits of a 
bumper crop, increased or 
decreased prices for grain, in¬ 
creased or decreased produc¬ 
tion costs. Probably no con¬ 
tract mentions Crow Benefit, 
it is simply implied that nei¬ 
ther party has considered it. 
So unless otherwise stated, like 
other factors, like prices of 
grain it should not be consid¬ 
ered. 


Only if the landlord specifi¬ 
cally or by implication guaran - 
teed the continuance of Crow 
benefits to the lesee, should he 
be required to pay a crow ben¬ 
efit to the renter or current 
contractor. On future contracts 
the tenant can consider the 
lesser price of grain to be a 
reduction of his offer to rent, 
and the reduction is loss or 
payment of the received Crow 
benefit to the landlord, which 
benefit was his at the payout. 

But if the landlord is re¬ 
sponsible to compensate the 
tenant what should it be? 

Half and half? The tenant 
loses it for 1 year. The owner 
for all future years? 

It depends on the term. If 
the loss was for 20 years it 
would be 1 /20 to the tenant, 
19/20 to landlord or 5 percent 
to 95 percent. 

But such calculations ig¬ 
nore the fact that the future 
payments should be present 
value, which in turn is influ¬ 
enced by interest rates. The 
present value of $100 due in 
50 years is the amount which 
placed on compound interest 
would produce $100 in 50 
years, probably 5 or 10 cents. 
Again the $ 1 would be a 2045 
dollar, probably much less 
value because of inflation. 

It is possible to calculate a 
fair distribution if a landlord is 


presumed to have guaranteed 
no loss of the Crow benefit and 
fair interest and inflation al¬ 
lowance is agreed upon. 

I offer this example: a 2 year 
contract based on 7 percent 
interest rate and 2 percent 
inflation or 5 percent net rate. 

For each $1 compensation, 
the value at present of all fu¬ 
ture payments is S, the sum of 
these to infinity. 

The present value of the 
dollar is 1 -1.05 = 9543, iea bit 
more than 954 would become 
$1 at 5 percent interest in 1 
year. 

1.000S= 1 + 9543 2 +....9543 to 
infinity 

9543S= .9543 + ,9543 2 ...9543 
to infinity _ 

Subtract 0457S = 1 0457S or 
total value of payments = 1 

S = _L=21 8818 
.0457 

We have determined the value, 
present value, of the Crow benefit to 
be $21 8818 for each $ 1 of compen¬ 
sation. 

Of this on a 2 yr contract the value 
to tenant is 1 + .9543 or $1 9543, 
leaving $ 19.9275 as landlords share. 

The percentage split then would 
be: 

Tenant 1.9543 x 100 percent 

21 8818 = 8.9312percent 

Landlord 19.9275 x lOOpercent 

218818 = 91.0688

Recently, the Canadian government announced a rather 
large expenditure of funds on military equipment, more 
specifically, tanks and helicopters. 

The purchase of these items for the military has been a 
political tool for several administrations. One day the 
purchase is on, the next it is off. The P.O. was readied and 
then trashed depending on the government s interpretation 
of the public mood. 

Now that the purchase is back on again and several 
million dollars will be spent over a few years, the criticism 
is raging again. 

This makes little sense considering the state of Cana¬ 
dian military equipment since WW II. We have been the 
brunt of jokes, even amongst ourselves, about the one 
warship we have and the decrepit old tanks tottering 
around battle fields in various unsettled parts of the world. 
Canadians military personnel have long been considered 
the best trained in the world (second only to the Israelis), 
but our effectiveness has been severely hampered by the 
lack of decent equipment upon which to train and with 
which to use. 

Many would argue the purchase of equipment at a time 
when the Cold War has ended and the threat of military 
action in our own part of the world is minimal is a waste of 
tax payers money. Not so, this is indeed the most appropri¬ 
ate time to ensure our forces are at the ready. 

While the Cold War threat has ended, the threat of some 
sort of military action is never dead, though it may take 
years to come. Complacency about the safety of our world 
order is a dangerous attitude. It is best to prepare for a war 
that may never come than to be surprised and unprepared. 

It is also unwise to rely on the United States and our 
friends in Britain for protection. The U.K. is undergoing the 
same decay of the military as we are in light of current 
economic conditions and who knows how long the U.S. will 
be interested in protecting our interests rather than pro¬ 
moting their own. 

And lastly, we must remember that while cutbacks in 
health care and social services may be harder to swallow 
provincially while the federal government purchases shiny, 
new equipment for supposed war mongering, protecting 
those institutions now is worth much more than losing 
them to outside interests later.

Death penalty not a deterrent 


Dear Editor: 

Canada abolished the death 
penalty in 1976. Noexecutions 
have been carried out since 
1962. 

There are those in 1995, 
including some Members of 
Parliament, who would turn 
the clock back twenty years 
and reverse that decision. This 
appears to be a knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion to the constant media cov¬ 
erage of crime in this country. 

W.F. Roper, a British doctor 
with 35years experience in the 
prison medical service states 


that: "Capital punishment as a 
deterrence is by no means the 
simple affair that some people 
think - a high proportion of 
murders are so tensed up at 
the time of their crime as to be 
impervious to the conse¬ 
quences to themselves. Others 
manage to persuade them¬ 
selves that they can get away 
with it." 

In Canada the homicide rate 
per 100,000 population fell 
from a peak of 3.09 in 1975, 
the year before the abolition of 
the death penalty for murder. 


to 2.73 in 1983 and in 1986 it 
reached its lowest level in 15 
years. 

Recent analysis of the homi 
cide rate in Canada revealed 
that it was 2.19 per 100,000 in 
1993, 15 percent lower than 
the rate in 1992 and repre¬ 
sented the third largest year- 
to-year decrease since 1961. 
In other words the homicide 
rate in Canada has declined 30 
percent between 1975, the year 
before the abolition of capital 
punishment and 1993. 

Comparison of the homicide 


rate in Canada and the l Ini ted 
States, where sentencing var 
ies from state to state, is en¬ 
lightening. According to pre¬ 
liminary figures, released from 
the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gations, there were 24,000 
homicides in the United States 
in 1993 - a rate of 9.5 per 
100,000 population, Thus the 
American rate was more than 
four times that of Canada. Con¬ 
sidering the above, there is no 
proof that the death penalty is 
a deterrent to crime. 

Those who would bri ng back 



the death penalty as a deter¬ 
rent to murder have not pro¬ 
vided any evidence to back their 
claims. Either they are not in¬ 
terested in proving their point, 
or are just simply seeking 
vengeance.

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A tangled web 


At the Legislature

If it looks like the other shoe 
falling and walks like the other 
shoe falling...is it the other 
shoe? 

And if it is. if this is actually 
Part Two of the $409 million 
Swan Hills fiasco, can it be 
wrapped up in enough unbear¬ 
ably dull financial detail to keep 
it from waking up taxpayers? 

Well, the Alberta govern¬ 
ment has served notice that it 
will exercise it's right to claim 
a 20 percent share of Vencap. 
The company still owes tax¬ 
payers for a $200 million loan 
extended when the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment created Vencap as a 
source of venture capital. The 
idea, according to Provincial 
Treasurer Jim Dinning, is to 
sell that 20 percent share and 
make back some of the money. 
So far so good. 


Dinning also takes pains to 
insist that thebiddingprocess 
to sell that share will be as 
competitive as possible, so that 
we ll get more offers and pre¬ 
sumably get the best possible 
return for taxpayers. 

Just one problem. Accord¬ 
ing to Vencap’s chairman, Don 
Carlson, there are no buyers 
in sight...except for the Cal¬ 
gary company that appears to 
have the official blessing of the 
Klein government. 

"The government has asked 
us to negotiate with Trimac 
and we're responding to that 
request." 

Trimac is the parent com¬ 
pany of Bovar, the firm that 
got a guaranteed profit from 
the Alberta government to run 
the Swan Hills Hazardous 
Waste Treatment Facility. It 
was such a sweet deal that the 
government has signed a let¬ 
ter of intent that says we'll pay 
$ 147 million dollars and hand 
over our 40 percent share of 
the Swan Hills plant, just for 
the right to get out of the deal. 

Back in June, when the gov¬ 
ernment was desperately look¬ 
ing for a way out that didn't 
look sobad, Bovar /Trimac of¬ 
fered to accept that 20 percent 
share of Vencap, instead of 
taking a cheque. That would've 
given them control of a $360 
million operation, plus own¬ 
ership of the Swan Hills plant. 

Jim Dinning and Ralph 
Klein liked the idea so much 
that they summoned two mem¬ 
bers of the Vencap board to 
Government House to meet 


with executives from Trimac. 

But details of the proposal 
leaked out and, in the end, the 
government announced a deal 
with Bovar that didn't involve 
taking over Vencap. That deal 
isn't final. In faet, a number of 
items are unresolved and John 
Havelock, the man in charge of 
negotiating for the government, 
says it could be weeks or even 
months before there is a con¬ 
tract. 

With that still open, you 
might be forgiven for wonder¬ 
ing if that the decision to sell 
our share of Vencap is related 
to the Swan Hills negotiations. 

"No," says Treasurer Din¬ 
ning. 

Is Trimac still interested in 
getting control of Vencap? 

"You’d have to talk toTrimac 
about that." "Is the negotiation 
still going on?" You'd have to 
talk to Trimac. We have not 
been part of those discussions." 

Actually, those are the same 
negotiations that the govern¬ 
ment told Vencap to take part 
in, to the exclusion of any other 
potential buyers. Vencap's Don 
Carlson notes that they're also 
the same negotiations that be¬ 
gan back with Dinning playing 


matchmaker at Government 
House in June. 

What makes it more curious 
is the fact that Vencap has 
offered to buy out the $200 
million loan for it's present 
market value. The Auditor Gen 
eral valued the loan at $136 
million. 

The government said no. 
Veneap came baek with a bet - 
ter offer, around $ 167 million, 
and with those negotiations in 
the 11th hour, the government 
suddenly stopped talking and 
called those Vencap executives 
into the parlour to meet some 
friends. 

It doesn’t matter who gets 
control of Vencap, as long as 
taxpayers get the best possible 
price for their share. As the 
Treasurer helpfully points out, 
the best way to achieve that is 
through competition, but 
Vencap has been given it’s 
marching orders by the gov¬ 
ernment and the word "compe¬ 
tition" does not appear. That 
may explain why no one in the 
government has mentioned 
that three other groups have 
expressed more than passing 
interest, including a group from 
Calgary.

medicine chest 

• At Carstairs' Roulston Museum

A special loan of artifacts, 
from the Glcnbow Museum, 
will be on view at the Roulston 
Museum from August through 
October. 

A peek inside this medicine 
chest reveals some weird and 
wonderful paraphernalia and 
potions that were relied upon 
by many families in the days 
before the development of anti 
biotics and before the general 
acceptance of inoculation and 
vaccination. 

The inclusion of a doctor's 


name on the medicine's label 
was used as a powerful selling 
device which worked even af 
ter the Patent Medicine Act of 
1908. Ibis act required the 
listing of the exact ingredients, 
which meant that the medi 
clnes such as Dr. Wood’s Nor 
way Pine Syrup had chloro¬ 
form listed on their labels. Pat - 
ent medicines remained a 
mainstay of medicine cabinets 
until well after the Second 
World War.

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Piquant red pepper jelly

Tiny pieces of red pepper are 
suspended in a sparkling jelly in 
this unique recipe.

Serve red pepper 
jelly as a sweet spread or use it as 
a condiment for grilled meats. 

Farmers' markets have an abun¬ 
dance of reasonably priced red 
peppers in late summer and early 
fall. So it is the perfect time to 
capture their delicious color and 
flavor in jars of this sparkling 
jelly. 

This recipe can also be prepared 
with yellow or green peppers. 
Using different colors of sweet 
peppers produces jellies with sub¬ 
tle flavor variations in addition to 
an interesting color variance. 


Orange Red Pepper Jelly 

Prep time: 30 minutes 
Cooking time: 40 minutes 
2 cups finely chopped sweet 
red bell peppers 

1 'A cups white vinegar 

'A cup coarsely grated orange 
rind 

'A cup orange juice 
5 cups granulated sugar 
y 2 tsp hot pepper sauce 

2 pouches (each 85 mL) 
CERTO Liquid Fruit Pectin 
Bring red peppers, vinegar, rind 

and juice to boil in a large sauce¬ 
pan; reduce heat and simmer, cov¬ 
ered, 10 minutes or until rind is 
softened. 

Stir in sugar. 

Bring to a full rolling boil and 
boil hard, stirring often, for 5 min¬ 
utes: remove from heat. 

Stir in hot pepper sauce and liq¬ 
uid fruit pectin; stir for 5 minutes 
to suspend peppers evenly. 

Stir and skim foam with a metal 
spoon. 

Pour quickly into warm steri¬ 
lized jars filling up to 'A inch (0.5 
cm) from rim. 

Seal while hot with sterilized 
two-piece lids with new centres. 
Makes 5 cups.

Table

Two pieces of kitchen equipment came into the 
house this week and it happens that they represent 
technologies that are separated by 110 years. 

The newer item is a microwave oven. Our old 
micro was going to need a rather expensive repair 
job, it had worn out something that microwaves 
can’t function without, it’s magnetron or spleen or 
something and since it is 15-years-old and that's 
old in microwave years, we decided to spring for a 
new model. The new one weighs less than the old 
and has smaller outside dimensions but has the 
same inner capacity. It also has higher wattage, 
which means that I can boil over coffee or com¬ 
pletely ruin a loaf of bread more quickly than ever 
before and, most amazing, it has an "operation 
Guide System," that shows words and numbers in 
a rolling form on a special screen display. You can 
choose that your new micro speak to you in French, 
Spanish or English and ineither Metric or Imperial 
measure. When you plug it in it says, 'Welcome to 
Panasonic, refer to operating instructions before 
use.” Other messages include, "shut door," "set 
time," "choose portion size," "press start." It repeats 
the command, asks how many cups of coffee are 
being heated and asks if your vegetables are fresh 
or frozen. When I was defrosting the Sunday roast 
it stopped half way and told me to "turn over." At the 


conclusion of each transaction it says, "enjoy your 
meal." 

Not this model, but the next one up has a calorie 
calculator that will do a caloric count of all the food 
eaten each day and then total and save it in the 
Calorie Total Memory. This ranks right up there 
with the Japanese toilet that checks your blood 
pressure and glucose level. "No one ever needs tobe 
lonely again," my husband says, "they can just sit 
down and have a nice visit with their microwave." 

The old item that came into the kitchen is my 
Mom and Dad’s clock. We have it only temporarily 
because it had stopped. In the old days when it 
stopped. Dad would take it apart and clean it in 
coal oil and now Mom wanted our men to have a 
look at it. Mark and Ralph have a reputation for 
fixing things and although Mark isn’t sure that he 
did anything the clock is running again. 

The clock is "schoolhouse style," which means 
that it has a large face in an octagon frame over an 
attached box that houses the brass pendulum. 
Total length is 21 inches, widest part is 14 inches. 
Its roman numerals and black hands are protected 
by a glass window in a brass frame. Inside are 
several large gears within a framework that is 
bolted to a wooden back wall. On the framework is 
stamped, S. Thomas Thomaston, CT. U.S.A. 9 1/2. 

I think that means it is a 9 1/2 day clock because 
it will run for more than a week on each winding. 
The key is brass and it has always lain inside the 
lower door and beneath the pendulum. There is no 
question that it is a Seth Thomas clock. Seth 
Thomas organized the Seth Thomas Clock Com¬ 
pany at Plymouth Hollow, Connecticut in 1853. 
After his death the western portion of Plymouth 
Hollow was named Thomaston. 

A note inside the clock says, "This clock was 


purchased March 18, 1995 by Elison Milligan in 
Lincoln Michigan at Fred Card Jewelers, at the time 
of the birth of his son, Charles. Given to Glen and 
Martha Johnston 1924 at Chinook, Alberta." 

My mom and dad bought the Milligan’s farm at 
Chinook. Mr. and Mrs. Milligan and their family 
were moving back to Michigan and the two horse 
drawn wagons that held their worldly goods were 
rapidly filling up. Because my folks were newly¬ 
weds and maybe because a clock doesn’t travel as 
well as some things, the clock was a wedding gift. 
It had already proven itself a survivor; during a fire 
it had been thrown out of a window and survived 
the night in a snowdrift. 

If the clock was purchased in 1885 it began 
ticking in the same year that Louis Riel was hanged 
in Regina and the last spike was driven at 
Craigellachie. Sir John A. was Prime Minister and 
the clock ticked its way through the 19 P.M.s that 
succeeded him. It marked the hours of the Klondike 
Gold Rush and it remained calm while the Empress 
of Ireland and the Titanic sunk and the Hindenburg 
burned and fell from the sky. It listened to the news 
from two world wars and saw women fight for 
recognition as persons and the rijht to vote. The 
Berlin Wall went up and came down, men walked 
on the moon. Communism rose and fell, and in our 
family there was birth and death, joy and sorrow. 

I think it’s watching the new microwave. I think 
it’s saying, "Maybe you can communicate in your 
limited way, but I am the one who has something to 
say, and when you are worn out and thrown away. 
I’ll mark the time for another day. TickTock, Tick 
Tock, Tick Tock.

Tips on using your bread machine

1. Always use bread flour. I 
started out using all purpose 
and the loaves were small and 
coarse. What an absolute dif 
ference bread flour makes as it 
has more gluten in it. Rogers 
and Robin Hood now sell it in 
the 10 kg size white and 
wholewheat bread flour. Do not 
use U.S. flour as it has less 
gluten in it. 

2. Even more economical is 
to buy all purpose flour on sale 
and add 1 teaspoon of vital 
wheat gluten per cup of flour 
and 1 tablespoon of water as 
gluten absorbs water. Make 
sure to buy wheat gluten and 
not wheat flour. It’s available 
at grocery and health food 
stores. Use it for extra volume 
in your whole wheat loaves. 

3. Look at your dough. Lift 
up the lid and check it out as 


it’s mixing. Even if your ma¬ 
chine says not to lift the lid, it's 
perfectly fine to at this time. 
What you want is a soft, 
smooth, round ball. If the 
dough looks too dry, add water 
a teaspoon at a time. If the 
dough looks sticky, add a tea¬ 
spoon of flour until the dough 
forms a smooth ball. Do not 
add more than 4 tablespoons 
of liquid or flour as it’s too hard 
for the machine to adjust. 

4. Use Bakipan Instant Yeast 
within 3 months. Cover after 
opening then refrigerate. Bring 
refrigerated yeast to room tem¬ 
perature by letting it sit for 10 
minutes before using. 

5. Use liquids at room tem¬ 
perature, as the machine gen¬ 
erates lots of heat. 

6. Use the amount of sugar 
and saltasked for in the recipe. 
Yeast feeds on the sugar. Salt 
is necessary to keep the yeast 
from acting too quickly. 


If you’re wondering whether 
or not to buy a bread machine, 
here are some of the things I 
didn't know about them until I 
got one. 

You can program your ma¬ 
chine so your bread is hot in 
the morning or ready for you 
after work. 

You can select dark, me¬ 
dium or light crust. 

There is no oiling the pan as 
it’s a baked on T-Fal so less fat 
is used yet the crust is deli¬ 
cious. 

After your bread is baked it 
will be kept warm in the ma¬ 
chine for 3 hours. 

Your machine can make 
sweet dough and pizza dough. 
When I make my pizza dough I 
throw everything in and it docs 
the mixing and kneading for 
me. I don’t even get my hands 
dirty!

Tips for parents on 
learning at home 

Being a parent is a very 
special role. Parents are 
responsible for teaching their 
children about life and how to 
live it fully. This can be a very 
big job, especially if your child 
has communication difficulties. 
Parents often need information 
about how to best meet the needs 
of their child. 

Your child’s speech and 
language clinician can give you 


helpful information about your 
child's speech and language 
development. The clinician can 
also suggest specific activities to 
help your child learn at home. In 
addition, there are a few basic 
guidelines on teaching and 
learning which can help you and 
your child succeed. 

Tips for parents 

1. Let your child feel loved. 

Touching, hugs, kisses, gentle 

words or an approving smile will 
help your child feel relaxed and 
confident about learning. 

2. Remember that your child 
is just a child. 

It's important to keep your 
expectations appropriate to your 
child’s abilities. 


3. Give your child approval. 

Appreciate any success in 

learning your child 

accomplishes. Compliments will 
encourage your child to continue 
to learn. Criticism may 
discourage your child. Accept 
that your child can make 
mistakes. Each child is unique. 
Let your child know that you 
accept their strengths and 
weaknesses. 

4. Help your child to feel 
important. 

Take time to do things with 
your child. Driving in the car, 
going to the store and doing 
family activities are all 
opportunities for learning. Your 
child will appreciate your time 


and attention. 

5. Remember that learning 
can be fun. 

Have a good time with your 
child. Play together. Do things 
that delight both of you. If you 
do not enjoy what you are doing, 
neither will your child. Follow 
your child's lead in finding 
things that are fun to do. 

6. Talk to your child. 

Even if your child does not 
seem to understand at first, talk 
often about what you are doing 
together. Give your child time to 
respond. 

7. Really listen to your child. 

Get down to your child's eye 

level and look at them as you are 
listening. Respond to what your 


child says. This shows that you are 
sincerely interested in the child's 
thoughts and feelings. 

8. Take an interest in your 
child's schoolwork. 

Help your child learn to be 
enthusiastic about learning. Ask 
about school and the activities of 
the day, in a positive way. 

You are your child's first and 
most important teacher. You set an 
example for your child of how to 
listen and talk to others. You can 
make a big difference in how well 
your child develops communication 
skills. If you desire more 
information in this or other areas of 
health, call your local District 
Health Services.

Now that school is back in 
session, it’s time tostart think¬ 
ing about all those lunches 
you will have to prepare for 
your children to take with them. 
"What should 1 make them for 
lunch?" A trying question, 
right? And one you face day 
after day. Whatever you put 
together, though, here’s how 
to pack if safely - whether in a 
school lunch box, a plain brown 
paper bag or in one of the new 
rc-useable lunch totes. 

Keep everything that 
touches food clean. Stop and 
wash your hands before pre¬ 
paring food. And wash uten¬ 
sils, bowls, countertops and 
everything that touches food 
between each use. Use a fork 
rather than your hands to mix 
meat, macaroni, egg, tuna or 
green salads. 

Keep lunches cold. If you 

like to prepare your child's 
lunch the night before, keep it 
in the refrigerator until the next 
morning. Lunches that con¬ 
tain perishable foods such as 


fried chicken, meat sand¬ 
wiches, hard-boiled eggs, etc., 
must be kept cold until eaten. 
Chips, cookies and other 
snacks (that may go limp in the 
refrigerator) and cold drinks 
should be packed into the 
lunch box the following morn¬ 
ing. To help keep those lunches 
cold until lunchtime, here are 
a few "cooling" tips that you 
may wish to try. 

1. Use insulated containers 
or freeze water in used 35 mm 
canisters or other leak proof 
containers and pack them in 
the lunch box to keep foods 
cold. Commercial freezinggels 
may also be parked in the lunch 
box. Some reusable totes now 
come with freeze pack inserts. 

2. Pack a small can of frozen 
juice into the lunch box. The 
juice should be thawed in time 
for lunch while keeping the 
other foods cold. 

3. Freeze sandwiches the 
night before. This works best 
with coarse-textured breads 
that won't get soggy on thaw¬ 
ing. The sandwich thaws in 
time for lunch and it keeps 
everything else cool in the 


meantime. Note: Hold the let¬ 
tuce, tomato and mayonnaise 
as they do not freeze well. Pack 
them in separate containers to 
add at lunch time. 

4. Use a thermos to keep 
milk or juice cold. Or try the 
new fruitjuices in special wax- 
paper cartons that need no 
refrigeration. If you use a ther¬ 
mos, check the temperature 
after the liquid has been kept 
in it for several hours. The 
liquid should be colder than 4 
degrees Celsius or 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Hot lunch tips 

Preparing a hot packed 
lunch is easier than It might 
sound. You need a metal or 
glass thermos. When using the 
thermos, it’s a wise idea to 
check the temperature after 
food has been kept in it for 
several hours. The food should 
be hotter than 60 degrees Cel¬ 
sius (140 degrees Fahrenheit). 
A wide mouthed thermos will 
hold soup, stew, baked beans, 
macaroni and cheese, chili and 
even hot dogs. Put one or two 
weiners into the thermos and 
cover them with boiling water. 


The bun, spread with all the 
fixings, can be wrapped and 
packed so the eater can put the 
weiner into the bun for a noon¬ 
time hot dog. 

Everyone looks forward to 


lunchtime. We hope these tips 
will help you make a safe and 
nutritious meal. For more in¬ 
formation or a handout on "Safe 
foods to go" call your District 
Health Services.

Gunsch doubles earnings with 
double win

Jimmy Gunsch may have 
missed the Canadian Finals 
Rodeo for the last three years, 
after making it when he was 
just 20-years-old, but he’s 
making a late bid to get there 
again in 1995, if last weekend 
is any indication. The 24-year- 
old calf roper fromThorsby, AB 
more than doubled his earn¬ 
ings from the rest of the season 
at rodeos in Lethbridge and 
Cardston, AB taking away two 
victories and more than 
$ 2 , 000 . 

The former National High 
School Rodeo Association 
Rookie of the Year shared a win 
with Cardston, AB's Darren 
Shaw at the Lethbridge Whoop- 
Up Days, taking home $ 1,375 
with a 6.9 second run and 
claimed a solo victory at the 
Cardston Heritage Days to 
pocket another $924. That 
moves Gunsch from the bot¬ 
tom of the cellar at 31st place 
in the Canadian roping 
standings to within possible 
CFR contention at 19th. 

The only other roper to take 


top spot over the weekend was 
Jim Cooper of Bowden, AB at 
the Cranbrook Pro Rodeo in 
BC for $952. 

But thebiggest earner of the 
weekend was Donalda, AB’s 
Greg Cassidy, a two-event cow¬ 
boy who picked up a win with 
a speedy time of 3.8 seconds in 
the steer wrestling at 
Lethbridge for a hefty $ 1,657 
cheque and tied for second in 
the calf roping with Red Deer, 
AB's Joe Butterfield at 
Cranbrook for a further $706.
